STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA . 

The  area  of  the  district  is  1,060  acres.  The 
population  figure  at  the  census  of  1931  v/as  7,909. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  was  good.  Little 
improvement  was  noticeable  in  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  body 
and  clothing  of  children. 

Nits  and  lice  in  the  hair  of  children  still  persist, 
although  a slight  improvement  was  evident.  More  mothers  are 
employed  in  industry,  and  this  may  partially  account  for  this 
neglect.

Council.  Medical  Inspection  was  carried  out  by  myself  as 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  school  clinics  continued  as  usual  at  Rishton 
comprising,  Minor  Ailment,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic  and  Dental 
Clinics.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  and  the  number  of  deaths 
from  the  disease  which  occurred  in  the  various  age  groups. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  area  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council  and  one  of  their  principal  dispensaries  is 
only  a few  yards  outside  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  District. 

This  dispensary  is  constantly  open  with  a full  clerical 
and  health  visiting  staff.  One  consultant  and  one  other 
Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County  Council  attend  several  times 
a week  to  see  patients  recommended  for  consulation  by  Local 
Practitioners  or  cases  found  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  course 
of  routine  work  in  schools,  ante-natal  or  welfare  clinics.
